This paper is submitted in reply to the Office Action dated April 27, 2006, within 
the one month response period. In the subject Office Action, the Examiner required restriction of 
the application to one of two inventions, namely: 

Group I. Claims 1-15 drawn to a semiconductor device classified in class 
257, subclass 298. 

Group II. Claims 1 6-34 drawn to a method of making a semiconductor 
device, classified in class 438, subclass 758. 

Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, Group I and, in particular, claims 1-15. 
Applicants hereby cancel claims 16-34 of Group II without prejudice to the filing of a divisional 
application covering the non-elected subject matter. Accordingly, early and favorable 
examination of claims 1-15 by the Examiner is respectfully requested.
